Minutes  from  the  March  13, 2000  PAC  Meeting 
Participants:  Leitha  Whited,  Joanie  Jones,  Mary

Topics  covered: 

School  Uniforms 

Open  discussion  to  gather  input  from 
parents  and  Mr.  Geeslin.  Generally,  the  concept 
of  uniforms  was  well  received.  Mrs.  Jones  and 
Mrs.  Dali  will  introduce  the  topic  at  the  April  9th 
PTCO  meeting  to  get  additional  input.  Mrs.  Jones 
will  trade  comments  and  summarize  for  Mr. 
Geeslin.  One  very  good  point  came  to  light  -  the 
process  should  start  in  the  first  grade  rather  than 
expect  the  high  school  students  to  accept 
uniforms.  Starting  with  this  integrated  approach 
would  eventually  result  in  uniforms  for  all,  with  a 
specific  written  dress  code  in  the  long  term. 

Positive  Comments  from  staff  to  students 

Leitha  commented  that  some  of  the 
students  were  ridiculing  other  students  and 
labeling  them  for  their  weaknesses.  There  was 
discussion  of  what  the  teachers  can  do  or  should 
do  to  counteract  or  reduce  the  negative  comments 
from  student  peers.  We  should  raise  the 
awareness  of  the  dangers  of  student  to  student 
teasing. 

Homework  Assignments 

The  comment  was  made  that  there  seems 
to  be  a  great  deal  of  discrepancy  from  teacher  to 
teacher  and  grade  to  grade  regarding  the  amount 
of  homework  given.  Comparisons  were  made 
from  a  first  grade  parent  of  a  child  here  at  ISD  and 
of  first  grade  at  an  Allisonville  grade  school,  as 
well  of  our  homework  practices  in  the  past  here  at 
ISD.  Another  parent  said  her  child  consistently 
receives  homework  in  two  subject  areas  but  never 
in  Social  Studies.  There  seems  to  be  a  real  need 


for  structure  from  grade  to  grade  on  the  length  and 
content  of  homework. 

Dismissal  Time 

A  parent  wondered  why  the  high  school 
students  were  dismissed  at  2:45  and  other  students 
were  being  taught  until  3:00  p.m.  Is  there  a 
standard  dismissal  time?  The  subject  of  finding 
time  for  ASL  instruction  was  brought  up  in 
relation  to  this  time  discrepancy.  Mr.  Geeslin  will 
look  in  to  this. 

ASL  Classes 

There  has  been  discussion  of  increasing 
the  student’s  ASL  fluency  and  how  to  achieve  this 
goal.  Offering  daily  ASL  classes  for  the  students 
is  one  possible  solution,  but  finding  the  time 
during  the  teaching  day  is  the  challenge.  This  led 
to  a  discussion  of  alternative  scheduling  concepts. 
Mrs.  Dali  gave  an  example  of  the  possible 
alternative  schedule  at  the  school  of  one  of  her 
high  school  children.  This  is  a  topic  worth  further 
discussion.

The 
students  from  Deer  Run  Elementary  school  and 
Riley  Hospital  for  Children  had  a  great  time.  We 
began  the  program  with  Deer  Run  Elementary  and 
Riley  Hospital  students  sharing  their  thoughts 
about  the  five  questions  from  the  “Think  Tank”. 
The  five  questions  we  came  up  with  were  as 
follows.  1.  What  part  of  the  body  do  Deaf  people 
use  the  most?  2.  Can  Deaf  people  dance?  How? 
3.  Can  Deaf  people  read  and  write?  How?  4. 
How  do  Deaf  people  use  the  phone?  5.  How  do 
Deaf  people  watch  TV  or  videotapes?  It  was 
interesting  to  see  their  answers.  We  shared  our 
answers  to  the  five  questions  with  accurate 
information. 

Each  of  us  had  some  important  roles. 
Amber  explained  about  why  people  are  deaf. 
Shakaria  shared  interesting  facts  about  ASL. 

Tyler  demonstrated  fingerspelling  the  alphabet. 
The  first  time  he  fingerspelled  the  letters  really 
fast.  He  slowed  down  the  second  time.  Scotty 
showed  them  how  to  sign  the  numbers  1-20  and 
how  to  sign  quickly  counting  up  to  100. 


Matthew,  Shakaria,  and  Amber  showed  family 
signs,  community  signs,  and  school  signs.

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SLIME 

•  1  CUP  OF  REGULAR  WHITE  GLUE 

•  1  CUP  WATER  (SET  ASIDE) 

•  FOOD  COLORING 

•  1  T.  BORAX,  DISSOLVED  IN  A  CUP  OF 
WATER 

POUR  GLUE  INTO  A  MIXING  BOWL.  ADD  ONE 
CUP  OF  WATER.  PUT  IN  4-5  DROPS  OF  FOOD 
COLORING.  STIR.  ADD  THE  CUP  OF  WATER 
WITH  THE  BORAX,  AND  CONTINUE  STIRRING. 

MIX  TOGETHER  TO  FORM  YOUR  WET,  DOUGHY 
SLIME.  USE  IMMEDIATELY  OR  PLACE  IN  A  ZIPLOC 
BAG  TO  STORE.
